STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Moeller et al. (WO 99/18916) teaches a hair dyeing composition comprising a 

combination of at least one onium aldehyde or onium ketones of a formula (I), at least one 
compound containing a primary or secondary amino group or hydroxyl group selected from 
primary or secondary aliphatic or aromatic amines, nitrogen-containing heterocyclic compounds, 
amino acids, oligopeptides made up of 2 to 9 amino acids as well as aromatic hydroxyl 
compounds and/or at least one CH-active compound (see abstract). However, patentee differs 
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from applicants in that Moeller et al. does not teach or suggest a composition comprising a 
combination of at least one aromatic aldehyde or ketone of the claimed formula (I) and one or 
more CH-active compounds of the formulae II and III as claimed. Further, Moeller does not 
teach a method for dyeing hair comprising applying to the hair the dyeing composition as 
described above. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulations.
